The department is proposing to amend rules to update information and change references to the Division of Developmental
Disabilities (DDD) to the Developmental Disabilities Administration (DDA), the new name for this state agency as of 2013.

Identify other federal and state agencies that regulate this subject and the process coordinating the rule with these
agencies: The Department of Social and Health Services (DSHS) underwent reorganization in 2013. This reorganization
created the DDA. The Community Services Division is coordinating this rule change with key staff in the DDA to make sure
rule changes are consistent with that administration’s regulations and state law, and to add clarity for users.

The state legislature authorizes the department to administer the Food Stamp Program (SNAP) and food assistance program
for legal immigrants under RCW 74.04.500, 74.04.510, and 74.08A.120.
